He drove the overland stage be 


tween Walla Walla and Pendleton in

tion company . In the same period 
©, 8. Jackson, Jater founder’ of the 
Journal, was a stable boy. for | the 
Overland company in. Pendleton, 

“Felix was one of the: finest six- 
horse reinsmen I have ever seen,” 
said Wallace, 


From driver he advanced to owner 
starting in competition with older and 
beter established lines. He sold out 
once and became an employee but 
later was able to repurchase the com- 
bined outfit and became the head 
of one of the countrys Jargest stage 
coach operating concerns. 


In Felix Warren's heyday, Almota 
was the cluphoard’ capita or the stag- 
ing industry in the Inland Empire but 
with the laying of rails the Warren 
company’s empire of horses dwindl- 
ed toa memory, His silky white locks 
cascading from under a_ ten-gallon 
gray sombrero were a familiar sight 
in Jater years ,long after Almota ceas- 
ed to be the dispatching centre for 
mail and passengers on the branch- 
ing routes into the hinterland of the 
Upper Columbia and Snake Rivers. 

The above refers to a certain well 
cnown character who settled at Fa. 


vor, north of the Red Deer River, 
many years ago, and noted far and 
wide for his horsemanship. 

Mr, Warren ran the post office at 
Favor and in addition operated the 
stage #oach between ‘Bassano and 
Richdale, having two outfits, one for 
the trip in and one for the trip back. 
He inade the round trip In two days.

Foreign Vegetable Oils 
Depriving Farmers of 
$20,000,000 Annually 


Imports Inerease Almost 384 
Million Pounds In 1986 
Over 1935 


Foreign vegetable oils such as pea- 
nut oil, palm oll, cottonseed oll, soya 
bean oll, etc,, entering Canada in in- 
creasing quantities are having a ser- 
fous effect on the use of Canadian 
butter and lard in the, Canadian Kit- 
chens. 

These imported vegetable oils come 
from such countries as China, Man- 
chukuo, United States E,gypt,  ete., 
where for the most part living and 
labor conditions are far below those 
of Canada, and conditions of doubtful 
sanity exist. 

In 1935 these importations MWwere 
123,241,700 pounds. In 1936 the a- 
mount had tncreased to 158,027,713 
pounds. | These importations result- 
ed in 81,215,000 pounds of shortening 
containing no animal fats, being sold 
in 1935, which was double that sold in 
1932. No new market is being creat- 
ed as these products are simply re- 
placing Canadian butter and lard, in 
the home market, 

On the other hahd, Canada is pro- 
ducing an annual surplus of from 7 
to 10 million pounds of butter which 
must be exported and some 20) mil- 
lion pounds of lard. : 

The Canadian market could easily 
absorb all of the butter, lard and 
edible tallow produced in Canada, 
and more, hence the Canadian pro- 
ducer should enjoy the advantage of 
this, and must be given this advan- 
tage to enable him to produce proftt-

Ae good picture-taking 
with a focusing camera depends 
in a large measure upon obtaining 
the proper depth of field (or as some- 
times called depth of focus) for the 
subject, some little uncertainty ex- 
ists (even in the min’s of some who 
are no longer beginners) as to pre- 
cisely what this phrase means, 

By depth of field we mean really 


im- 


con-

depth of definition, or the distance |, 


from nearest to farthest object from 
the lens that is sharply defined. 

Depth of field is controlled pri- 
marily in two ways. One is by the 
aperture in the diaphragm of the 
shutter. Using a smaller aperture 
intreases the range of definition. 
Depth of fleld also depends upon 
the distance for which the lens is 
focused. The greater the distance, 
the greater the depth. When the 
lens is set for 25 feet, for exam- 
ple, at some particular diaphragm 
setting, the depth may be from 15 
feet to 50 feet. Objects closer than 15 
feet will appear blurred, the blur- 
ring being more noticeable for ob- 
ects closer to the camera. When 
the camera is focused for objects 
close to the camera, the depth is 

. quite small. For example, when fo- 
cused for 6 feet, the depth might be 
from 5 feet to 8 feet, again assum- 
ing a particular diaphragm setting. 
Objects beyond will be blurred. 

Isn't there a way, you ask, to get 
good definition of both near and far 
objects? Yes, if you want it. This 
is d6éne by using a small aperture, 
and since less light comes through a 
emall aperture, giving a little longer 
exposure, 

An experiment may be easily per- 
formed that will give a visible dem- 
oustration of the need of proper 
focusing on the object that you 
want to be clearly défined. Remove 
the back of your camera and open 
the shutter after setting it for 
“time.” Place the camera on a 
table pointing it.out of a window 
towards some fairly distant object 
such as a house or tree, Next, place 
a small plece of ground glass at the 


back of the camera, Now operate, 


the diaphragm changing it from a 
large opening to a small one, while 
watching the image which will ap- 
‘pear (upside down) on the ground 
glass, Note how the image changes 
in definition as the size of the open- 
ing is changed.
